Unusual Wafer 


California Water Service com- 
pany officials yesterday explained 
the unusual taste and color of 
water flowing from Menlo Park 
taps as due to a temporary change 
in source of supply. 

The water, supplied from the 
Hetch-Hetchy system, is being 
taken from Calaveras lake in Ala- 
meda county rather than from the 
snow-fed lakes of the high Sierras 
while repairs are being made to 
the mains, 

The “milky” appearance is due 
to presence of minute air bubbles, 
company officials stated, which 
disappears if the water is allowed 
to stand. 

The taste is due to presence of 
organic matter in the temporary 
source and does not mean the wat- 
er is unhealthful.

THERE’S A HOME FRONT, TOO 


Inevitably, the rapid development of the warfare in Korea 
is having its grim impact here at home. “Hometown” news 
stories and columns in the RECORDER point up this fact week 
by week. 

There is news of marine reservists—fellows who only a few 
days ago seemed like ‘’kids’’—being called to active duty from 
their homes and jobs in Menlo Park. 


Mayor Burgess, in his column on this page, writes of plans 
to carry forward immediately civilian defense programs on the 
local level, and of dangers that must be recognized. 

The San Mateo county blood bank has issued a call for 
more donors in expectation of demands from military hospitals. 

County draft quotas have been set, and soon classifications 
will begin. 


On the brighter side has been news that there is no in- 
dication of concerted hoarding buying in Menlo Park, although 
there have been spotty increases in some consumer purchases. 

In this classification there also is word that building con- 
struction, a major part of this city’s economic picture, is going 
along normally with no appreciable shortage in materials at 
this time. 

Much of what the future holds depends on the home front 
itself——-whether the civilian population does its part by buying 
reasonably, refusing to get panicky, accepting whatever re- 
strictions may become necessary if the military situation 
worsens and heeding the advice of leaders who are in the best 
position to give that advice. 


Above all, there must be no selfish, headlong rush to bring 
on the very thing we don’t want—a strict civilian economy 
with-its burden of myriad controls. 

We concur heartily with Mayor Burgess’ statement in the 
adjoining column that unnecessary buying is not only unpa- 
triotic but ‘practically traitorous.” 

Last week, the RECORDER printed an article written by a 
young Korean, William Choi, who is studying in Menlo Park 
under sponsorship of the Rotary club. He told a heartfelt story 
of tragedy in his homeland.

Thursday and Friday of last week 
I attended the regular quarterly 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the League of California Cities. Al- 
though there were 18 items on the 
agenda, by far the most important 
was the matter of civilian defense. 

The board discussed the matter 
thoroughly, listened to a report by 
O. W. Campbell on the simulated 
atom bomb attack on Seattle (which 
was attended by the governors of 
four states, including Governor 
Warren), and came to a decision as 
to recommendations to be made t9 
member cities. 

Among the points brought out 
were that civilian defense was a 
matter requiring the acceptance 
or responsibility by three levels 
of government; cities and (in the 
unincorporated areas) counties, 
the state, and the federal govern- 
ment. Atom bombs will be dropped 

only in a few select areas where 
population and industry is heavily 
concentrated. Only the resources 
of the federal government are ad- 
equate to cope with the havoc 
created by such an attack, 

The cities and counties must ar- 
range mutual aid agreements simi.ir 
to (but covering a wider variety of 
resources) the mutual aid agre2- 
ments of our police and fire depart- 
ments. On the state level 
should be a coordinator of the re-

When compensation or pension 
check or some other type of veterans 
benefit payments fails to arrive on 
schedule, it’s a good idea to ask 
“Why?” before sitting down to 
write a complaining letter, veterans 
and veterans’ dependents in San

The best place to ask, he adds, is 
at his office at the courthouse, Red- 
wood City.

Example of Area’s 
Early Wealth 


This is the fourteenth of a ser- 
ies of articles dealing with the his- 
tory of the Menlo Park area. In- 
formation and pictures of histori- 
cal interest will be appreciated 
and, if loaned, will be handled 
with the greatest care and 
promptly returned to the owners, 


Many Menlo Park area residents 
have more than a nodding acquaint- 
ance with a large country estate of 
the more ostentatious Victorian 
type. 

The James Flood mansion, prob- 
ably the largest of them all, was 
torn down 16 years ago and _ the 
former Timothy Hopkins estate, 
which occupied the tract bounded 
by Ravenswood avenue, Middlefield 
road, San Francisquito creek and 
the Southern Pacific railroad re- 
mained almost intact until the early 
1940's. Buildings were dismantled to 
make room for Dibble hospital, now 
Stanford Village. 

Because this estate was closer to 
Menlo Park and because it was so 
nearly intact, persons who have 
made their home in the area for 
‘he last 10 years were able to be- 
qome familiar with an establishment 
which was impressive not only for 
it’ ornateness but also for the tre- 
méndous variety of enterprises 
which it represented. 

CLOSED IN 1906 

The place had been uninhabited 
since its abaneonment following the 
1906 earthquake. 

Besides the main house, 
were these structures: 

A water tower, high enough to 
supply pressure to outlets on the 
third floor of the main building; a 
“gas house” to supply the lighting 
needs of the buildings, a “spring 
house’”—for refrigerators were un- 
known in that day—and the barns 
and stables to house the livestock 
and the hay with which to feed it. 

There were two main approaches 
to the main building, “Sherwood 
Hall,” as the home was called. One 
was from Ravenswood avenue, near 
the present entrance to the Menlo 
Park civic center. 

The other, perhaps the more pic-

turesque, entered the estate from 
Palo Alto, crossing a massive red- 
painted wooden bridge which span- 
ned San Francisquito creek, 


the 


TREES STILL STAND 
The latter road proceeded across 
the present Linfield Oaks tract—an 
open field—between a double row of 
olive trees which still remains. 

At the point where the avenue 
entered the groves of oak trees 
which covered the northern half of 
the estate it turned past a cactus 
garden which sheltered broken rem- 
nants of marble pillars and other 
relics reminiscent of the ruins of an 
ancient Greek temple. 

Small boys who explored the vast 
and mysterious estate from time to 
time were familiar with the cactus 
garden and the prickly pears which 
grew there, and speculated at length 
on the origin of the broken “temple” 
—what it was supposed to repre- 
sent, and whether it ever stood up- 
right or conformed to any pattern. 

The driveway then proceeded 
northward (that is, more toward the 
Middlefield road site of the estate) 
to the front of the house. 


MASSIVE BUILDING 

The house was a massive struc- 
ture, the main entrance of which 
faced west. 

The drive curved gracefully up to 
this entrance, past cast-iron street 
lamps which took the form of classic 
maidens holding torches -aloft 

The building itself was three 
storys high, a figure which is mag- 
nified when one considers that the 
ceilings were approximately twice 
the ordinary distance from the floor. 

The main, three-story part of the 
structure was perhaps 80 feet square 
and 50 feet high, surmounted by a 
tower which must have added an- 
other 30 feet. 

The building was painted a dark 
red, 

Attached to the north side of it 
was a “utility wing,” composed of 
the kitchen, the pantries, servants’ 
quarters and storerooms, which was 
two stories high. 

A wide, continuous porch was at- 
tached to south and east sides of 
the main part of the building.

On the grounds in the immediate 
vicinity of the house were many 
items of interest: Across the turf 
at the front of the mansion was.a 
pergola which, by the ’30’s, had be- 
come overgrown and warped out cf 
shape by the rose bushes originally 
planted to hide it.
